Order of Impudence,” he gathers the denunciations 
of the Infidel school of reform against whatever bears 
the Christian name, and ponrs these forth in his own 
decoctions upon whomsoever may hurt his vanity or 
, help his notoriety. Sometimes he may chance to get 
; at the truth, or near it; but he never seems to trouble 
liimselt about tile accuracy of his statements or the 
value of Tfb authorities, since he pursues the trade of 
a seandai-monger for a livelihood. By his apparent I 
zeal for freedom he has earned a certain influence 
over some worthy Englishmen who are honored in 
this country for their hostility to oppression ; and 
men of weak and inflammable minds, like the suc¬ 
cessor of the judicious and manly Dr. AYardlaw. in 
the pastorate at Glasgow, regarding .Mr. Chamerovzow 
as an infallible oracle, repeat word for word his 
accusations against their Christian brethren. This 
individual has been the chief assailant of Dr. Wad- 
dington for alleged complicity with slavery in 
America and his Glasgow imitator has copied 
him to the echo. Timid pro-slavery men, who might 
, have been benefited by a manly Christian rebuke 
from the public sentiment of England, instead of 
being brought under its Pennine power, have been 
hooted out of the country by this guttural Sclavonic 
bark. One luckless delegate who went from this 
city to Iximlon to represent the Bible Society, was so 
set upon by this Chamerovzow, that he fled to the 
East, and avenged himself by entering into alliance 
with Russia against England for the Crimean war! 

At last, however, the Sclave has found his match in 
the Celt. The last delegate from the Bible Society 
was of sterner stuff.
